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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. In claim 15 "multiplayer" is misspelled and there is no 

antecedent for "said region". 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11-13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Vazan 5,271 ,978, in view of Nishida 0335469. 

Vazan teaches a recording film comprising antimony greater than 40 atomic 
percent and zinc greater than 25 atomic percent (column 2 lines 14-31). The optical 
recording media of Vazan is recorded by optically heating the material. Nevertheless, it 
would have been fundamentally obvious to have practiced alternate recording methods 
such as applying resistance heat with a voltage applied between contacts on the 
recording medium as suggested by Nishida. Claim 1 1 is prima facie obvious structure. 
Claim 12 is rejected as Ge with Zinc is suggested from column 6 lines 5-10 et al of 
Vazan. Claim 13 is rejected as the functional language does not distinguish over the 
applied art which can function in the same manner. Claim 15 is rejected as multilayer 
electrode/phase change structure is suggested by the applied art 
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Claims 11-13,15 and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Vazan with Nishida and further in view of Parkinson '41 3. 

Nishida on pages 8 and 9 suggests intermediate diffusion prevention/protection 
material between the phase change material and electrodes. Parkinson shows X/Y word 
line/data line arrays to be fundamentally obvious structure for phase change memory 
cells as Vazan with Nishida. Together the references suggest memory device structure 
as claim 16 for the advantage of providing an addressable memory matrix. Claim 17 is 
rejected as a matrix array with insulated X/Y line structure is suggested by Nishida 
figure 4 and Parkinson. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected as Vazan suggests the claimed 
ratios in the phase diagram and elsewhere in the patent. 

Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-19 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
